The convention 
does not affect the rights and obliga- 
tions established by treaties already 
existing.

AMERICAN REVISIONS OF | 
THE GENERAL STAFF 


SYSTEM. 
In the future the war department will require 
candidates for the army's genera) staff eligibility 
list to be under fifty years of age. This is a wise 
measure, but much more than an age limit is 
needed tf the general staff system is to be fitted 
into the American way of life and looking at 
things. | 
The general staff system as now practiced is a 
German product. The elder Von Moltke was its 
perfecter. It was made in imperial Germany and 
it suited German customs and social stratifications. 
Its design fitted inte a bureaucratic system of gov- 
ernment where young men rose according to an 


seniority, The American system of allowing native 
ability to rise to the top unhampefed was foreign 
to the Prussian conception. | ) 
The general staff system was a means whereby 
younger men of marked ability could be put in 
authoritative positions without the necessity of 
giving them an authoritative rank which would 
cauee jealousy and discontent among thei: seniors. 
It was ealeo & means in a class ridden aristocracy 
whereby the amall nobles could be elevated to posi- 
tions of responsibility without giving them rank 
offensive to the privileged nobility, and commoners 
could be excluded at the start. A major on the 
general etal might actually be giving orders to a 
general, but.the orders apparently came from a 
higher commander, and dignity was preserved. 
Moreover, in an army that was supposed to run 
like @ machine, the general staff provided a safe 
headquarters for the military leaders. The road 
te the rear was made one of honor. 

The system fitted Prussia, fitted Germany. It 
dig not fit the armies of peoples who were not regi- 
mented by long habit and who were used to per- 
sonal leadership. The proof came in the war, 
when the general system worked better for 
Germany than it fer any one of the allied 
powers. It produced for the Germans splendid 
plans of campaign on both eastern and western 
fronts, though it broke down in the execution 
the latter. 
Opposed by unskillful generaiship, it maintained 
ah astounding military superiority on al) fronts 
with an inferiority in men and munitions, but its 
conduct at home produced a revolution, an effect 
whieh should be studied by those who propose to 
put the American general staff in charge of the 
industries of the country in war time. 

On the allied side, years of study in the French 
general staf produced for the late war a plan of 
operation as futile acs afforded in the history of 


the German staff had been at all efficient in con- 
trolling ite armies after the battle joined. 

The English staf! was practically in‘ a state of 
mutiny during the whole war. It developed neither 
geod plans ner able men. Epgiand’s great contri- 
bution to vietery—the tanke—were produced in 
spite of it. 

When faced with Germany's supreme effort in the 
spring of 1918 the general staffs of both armies 
conspired to disobey the supreme war council and 
brought fret upon the Mnglish and then upon the 
Wrench two of the greatest defeats ever known. 

Our activities in the war were so short, and the 
participation ef Our general and staff officers in 
the planning and execution of large movements 
was eo limited as te make comment mere guess- 
work. If the opportunities and responsibilities had 


presented themselves our staff might have pro-| 


duced its Washingtons and Greens, its Grants and 
its Sheridans, although these great leaders rose to 
prominence by paths now closed by the general 
staf system. 

Tt should be possible to conduct war ané genera! 
staff colleges without creating regulations which, 
hewever successful they may have been in the 
aristocratic Germany of yesterday, failed in Eng- 
Jand and in France and have no record of achieve-

to be found tm our statute books. If the Italian 
ambassador and the Italian consuls are unable to 
handle their compatriots in America who go in for 
banditry, bootlegging, bombing, blackhanding, and 
the more brutal forms of bloodshed, we should wel- 
come an army of invasion of black shirt police- 
men, black shirt judges, black shirt crown attor- 
neys, and black shirt jurors to administer law ac- 
cording to Fascist principles. oad
